1 . Claims 1 , 3 to 9 and 1 8 to 25, 28 and 29 are allowed. 

2. The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: A crude oil 
tank being fabricated from a steel plate having a thickness of 40 mm or less and 
comprising a defined composition with 0.03% to 0.1% Mo and satisfying the expression 
solute Mo + solute W > 0.005% to remarkably reduce local corrosion rate, as recited by 
claims 1 , 3 to 9 and 18 to 25, 28 and 29 of present application, is not taught or fairly 
suggested by the art of record for the reasons stated in Applicant's remarks filed 
December 3, 2010.
